JoHic I' ' i ; ox thk Si avk Trade.— The subject 
of tbe tlave trade has lately been the theme of very 
discussion in the political circles of Eng- 
It appears to have first arisen in Parliament, 
by means of certain interrogatories addressed to the 
Government with respect to the increased importa- 
tion of slaves into Cuba. To these interrogatories 
Lord Palmerston, in behalf of the Government, re- 
plied that very recently the attention of the Spanish 
Gdfcrnment had been called to the matter by Lord 
Clarendon, and urgent representations were made, 
and would be continued, to induce the Government of 
Madrid to put a stop to the trade. The tone of his 
remarks, however, implied that he entertained no 
Strong expectation that the evil would be voluntari* 
Jy aliated by the Spanish Government. 

Subsequently Mr. Roebuck, tbe great Radical 
leader of the new House of Commons, having, on a 
formal notice, moved for a select committee to take 
into consideration the relations of Great Britain 
with Brazil, with special reference to the slave trade, 
delivered a very elaborate and telling speech, which, 
although it did not save his motion fr«.m defeat, 
perceptibly tinged the later discussions of the press, 
and modified the views and even the temper of the 
Times itself. It was one of those remarkable fail- 
ures that triumph in the very act and moment of 
miscarriage. We conceive the capital point of Mr. 
Roebuck's speech worth giving in his own language. 
Perhaps a moment's retrospect is necessary in order 
to comprehend its force. Brazil, in 182G, as many 
of our readers may lie aware, formally declared the 
•lave trade piracy, and entered into solemn stipu- 
lations with England to exert herself in good faith 
for its extinction. On the pretext that Brazil was 
willfully violating her engagements by conniving at 
the traffic instead of putting an end to it, Parlia- 
ment, in 1815, passed a bill by which British courts 
of justice were empowered to adjudicate upon Bra- 
zilianf^ssels seized as slavers — a high-handed act 
whieh^^lrazil very properly resented and still 
resents by refusing to enter into any treaty what- 
ever with Great Britain until its repeal. And 
ber resentment would doubtless lie still more 
emphatic if her strength were more formida- 
ble. Certainly a more indefensible outrage has sel- 
dom been inflicted by a strong power upon a weak 
one. The purpose of Mr. Roebuck's motion, and of 
the speech with which he enforced it, was to pro- 
cure the repeal of this scandalous measure. And 
the follow ing are the scorching terms in which he 
drove home its peculiar injustice and insolence upon 
Lord Palmerston: 

He would ask the. noM» lord what danger would possiblv 
accrue if a select committee sat to con-ider whether the act 
of 1«4S ourht to be continued, and whether it would not be 
wise to conciliate the only monarchy in America upon a 
matter on which they had succumbed to the feeling of the 
world, and had become, like ourselves, the enemies ot the 
elasre trade. 

The chief communication between many of the provin- 
ces of Brazil was by *ea. and if the people wanted to send 
s party of slave* from one province to anoth r they were 
obliei-d to send them bv s -a. < »ur cruiser* smie times rap- 
ture*! tlie.c» vessel-!, and declared them to be clave* front 
Africa. They wen- then taken before onrcourts, and wen 



ia asserting so roundly that the government 
crouched liefore the strong while it bullied the 
weak. His lordship insisted that Brazil, al- 
though pledged to put an end to the slave trade, had 
year after year carried it on to an enormous extent, 
from 50,000 to 60,000 being annually imported, and 
that if the abominable traffic was not at present so 
extensively conducted as heretofore it was owing 
chiefly to tbe means of repression exerted by the 
British government, and might at any moment be 
revived if those means were abandoned. In short, 
be contended that the repeal of the act of 1845 
would be tantamount to encouraging the revival of 
the Brazilian slave trade in all its former nefarious 
thrift. His views were seconded by Lord John Rus- 
sell, styled by Mr. Cobden (himself the "kitchen 
knife" of England) the first debater in the House of 
Commons, and of course were strengthened by a 
variety of specious and ingenious arguments, the 
drift of which was the horrible atrocities of the 
slave trade, and the necessity of extinguishing them 
at any cost. Indeed, the pervading anti-slavery sen- 
timent of the House seemed fairly enlisted against 
the motion. It was accordingly lost by the immense 
majority of 297. 

Yet, as we have intimated, Mr. Roebuck, though 
overpowered, was the victor still. The Times, which 
at an earlier stage of the discussion had gone to such 
lengths in the direction of Lord Palmerston's "pre- 
ventive policy" as to recommend, in default of some 
wholesome change in the course of Spain, "a gen- 
eral blockade of the harbors of Cuba by an English 
squadron," as the only effective means of putting 
down the slave trade "in its last stronghold," 
now so far altered its tone as not only to give in its 
qualified adhesion to Mr. Roebuck's views, but, in 
a strain of original and vigorous thought suggested 
by those views, to actually turn short ujion the "pre- 
ventive policy" itself. As this noteworthy somerset 
of the Times is to some extent significant of the 
opinions and sentiments of the great commercial 
classes of England, and as the Times, after the 
leap, really stands remarkably fiim on its feet, we 
shall make no apologj for quoting it at some 
length. Having alluded in terms of modified appro- 
val to the loss of Mr. Roebuck's motion — for, be it 
remembered, the Times is still the friend of Pal- 
merston — it says: 

Vet. as we have observed in the speeches, and not lea* in 
the great number of those who, a'ter hearing both sides, 
declined to vote with either, we may see plainly what the 
House of Commons regards with di-like, and will not loug 
continue to sanction with even a reluctant and hesitating 
vote. It will not always persist in u policy which is evi- 
denently vexatious to a friendl>' (rovernineitt and people. 
It does naf conte m plate a rro'jatin o/o r England to the and 
if time. th>-on?ri>u* and mont thankless duty o/fft? polve 
V~ the ocean. Whatever the success of au exceptional pol- 
icy with one nation as compared with another, or whatev. 
er treaties or other historical reasons niav be alleged.it 
does u-'t like such a plain ilifTi rence of dealing as may pro- 
voke the charge of national truculence and baseness made 
by Mr. Roebuck. There is a policy which, win or unwise, 
can neither be suspected, nor even charged with making 
distinctions between the strong and the weak. The House 
of Common* would ruther not have to atand on iU de- 
fence auainst charge* uf thin sort; and. though England 
ha* certainly proved her courage more than once within 
Mr. Koebuck's own memory, and need not lie so jealous of 
her honor a- he wishes her to be in her dealing with her 
own fie*h and blood across the Atlantic, yet there is at 
least color Jor the reirroach that we are taking stronger 
measures with Brazil than irith the United States. The 
House of Commons, then, would rather it were not so. 

Such a policy as ours with Brazil may be just or not, 
honorable or not, necessary or not; but one thing is cer- 
taiu, it is a jrolicv which must come to an end. and the 
lower it is pers'stcd in the more dangerous it is. Sup- 
posing it to be the interest of Brazil to import any number 
cf negroes, and supposing that the trovernme.ut and peo- 
ple of that country wish to import them, and are only pre- 
vented by the fear of our cruisers, our court*, and our 
arms, then we are at least running up a very long and very 
deep grievance, which time and opportunity may ripen in- 
to a serious (tuarrrL No doubt^ too, the relations of Brazil 
with the United States, and their community of interest as 
slave powers, are important elements in the calculation of 
consequences. We feel ourselves bound to look to tbe 
future, whereas there are statesmen, and always have beei , 
who feel more concerned to main'aiu a point of honor than 
to prevent future difficulties and disasters. An exception- 
al policy must always rest on exceptional circumstances, 
and the act which forms the subject of Mr. Koebuck's com- 
plaint is an exceptional measure, founded, of course, on 
our original treatv with Brazil, but not less at variance 
with the policy which we have been compelled to adopt 
with other powers. We have only to suppose Brazil strong 
enough, turbulent enough. Democratic enough^ or suffi- 
ciently allied with the United States, and we might some 
day find ourselves comiHlled to carry out or renounce our 
pretensions. At present l,ord 1'aliuerston assures u* tbe 
act of 1 -•!'> is a dead letter, a sword buug up in our armory, 
and even rusting in its scahbard; but to Brazil it is a sword 
ready to fall, and, as we cannot help thinking I. or. I Palm- 
erston would be the last man to recommend us to throw it 
away when actually challenged to the contest, so we think 
h- would act wisely to get rid of it, if possible, in a season 
of mutual confidence, respect, and repose. 

A preventive policy abroad is too likean obstructive 
policy at home. Statesmen who are always checking 
what they are pleased to consider bad tendencies iu 
their own people seldom do any positive good, and the 
best that can be said ol their administration afterwar< 
is that under them the nation stood still. It U at 
least conceivable that we might have taken some positive 
course on the subject of negro labor, which, without in- 
volving us with all the r^st of the world, might have been 
e itiaily etf -ctnal iu the end. As it is, we have most indus- 
triously abstained from some simple, obvious, and most al- 
lowable measures, from a kind of philantrophic i.r political 
prudery, lest we should seem to countenance the slave 
trade. We have at last made the discovery that it is not 
ouly quite possible to introduce free Coolie.- iuto our plan- 
tations, but that the practice can be carried on to any pos- 
sible i stent, and with equal b.'uefit to tbe planters aud 
the Coolies themselves. Indeed, it is hard to say which 
lias the best of the bargain, notwithstanding a multitude 
of restriction* interfering alike with the profits of both par- 
ties to the contract. It remains to be proved, aud certain- 
ly it requires more trial than has hitherto been allowed, 
whether the Africau cannot be introduced as freely 
as the Indian laborer. No doubt it would be a matter of 
some difficulty, and would require a special organization 
and police to secure for the negro his contract rights, espe- 
cially that of a passage back, if he desired it. But, at 
worst, the police of a few islands and one colony on the 
mainland against the planters themselves would not be so 
serious an affair as the police of the ocean against all the 
world; and, were the experiment to succeed, it might ex- 
tinguish slavery by the natural competition of the free 
with the slave African. The real reason why we do not 
attempt so obvious au experiment is, that ire are engaged 
in the, attempt to put down slavery bv stop],ing the 
*i*9plv of African blood to the Mew H'orfd Atpres- 
it, hotuerer, that attempt has so remote and doubtful a 
prospect of success, and is attended with so much dan- 
ger to our interests, our peace, and even our honor, that 
humanity itse'f dOfs not forbid us to try another way 
of coming to the same end. 

Whether or not Mr. Roebuck is willing to accept 
the new conclusions to which the Times has been 
driven by the torce of his suggestion, and which, 
by the way, it elaliorates in subsequent articles 
with an admirable display of thought, he at all 



ty everyw here. It Is even more infamous than the 
slave trade it«elf. Nevertheless it must be conceded 
that the attempt on the part of Christendom to sup- 
press the miserable traffic in slaves has thus far 
proved a cruel failure, and ought, as the Times sug- 
gests, either to be abandoned wholly or prosecuted 
in some more enlightened and effective way. What 
that better way is must long remain a question of 
earnest import to statesmen and philanthropists. 
The solution now offered by the Times is most assur- 
edly inadequate. It doesn't meet the first condition 
of the problem. Nor does the summary policy 
which the Times a few days earlier declared to be 
the sole alternative of leaving the slave trade to 
itself seem more wisely adapted to the end. If 
carried out, it would infallibly set half of Christen- 
dom by the ears in less time than a prosperous 
slaver could double the Atlantic. For ourselves, we 
have no exclusive faith in any particular scheme 
for the suppression of the slave trade, any more than 
we should have in a particular movement for the 
extinction of lying or stealing. Like other evils, 
it must take its chance with the general system of 
society, which, heaven knows, is corrupt enough in 
all its parts. The vices of society like the humors 
of the body are not to be reached and corrected by 
mere local applications. The vital channels must 
be purified. 

Unquestionably the slave trade is a fhgr. nt wick- 
edness, but it is also a rooted one. It cannot be 
eradicated by a specific. It must be dealt with in a 
large and dispassionate way. Under Providence, 
we look for the mitigation of its horrors, if not for 
its final suppression, to the gradual advancement of 
civilization (aided by all beneficent agencies), but to 
no measure exclusively. If, however, we were dis- 
posed to attribute greater importance to one instru- 
mentality than another, we should be inclined to 
rank the colonization and Christ ianization of Africa 
above all others. This undoubtedly would touch 
the fountain head. Yet even this would prove 
impotent without the rest. Reform, national or 
social, ia the most comprehensive and catholic 
of things. It abhors "one idea," Representing 
the net result of all the forces of humanity, it 
must hold relation with everything or nothing. 
Special movements of reform are valuable chiefly 
as they elevate the general tone of society, and 
should be directed with an eye to that effect. And, 
in this view, as well as the narrower one of adap- 
tation to the particular end in question, we 
think the American Colonization Society might pos- 
sibly turn out to be worth more than all the armed 
squadrons that could float in the Gulf of Guinea. 
The idea is surely worth pondering at the present 
moment.

ry defeat by the signal popular triumph to which

Thk Fireman's Procession.— The Invincible 
Fire Company, No. 2, of Indianapolis, reached the 
city about 2 o'clock yesterday morning, bringing 
with them their fine engine, ''Conqueror," and ac 
companied by the band of the National Guards of 
Indianapolis. They were received by deputation 
from the diffl rent fire campanies, and escorted to 
the Union engine house, where their apparatus was 
deposited, and then to Owen's Hotel. A fireman's 
procession took place last evening, which was very 
imposing. It was preceded by the Invincibles, who 
are a fine-looking body of young men, followed by 
their engine, the Conqueror, which was drawn l.y 
the firemen of our city, according to their respective 
order, and with their apparatus. Many of the en- 
gines were decorated with flowers, and one of them 
had a live fox. Besides the Indianapolis band, Pla- 
to's band was iu the procession. The whole was 
very imposing, and extended about half a mile.— 
We understand that the Indiapolis firemen will leave 
in the early train this morning for home. 

— It will be remembered that some 
months ago Officer Bligh arrested, at Carrollton, a 
negro named Elijah Anderson, for running off two 
slaves of Mr. Scott, of Trimble. His trial took 
place in the circuit court, sitting at Bedford, this 
week, and he was convicted to the penitentiary for 
8 years and 8 months. There are two more indict- 
ments pending against him.

Atrocities m Exulish High Life— Case of 
LoftP Wkstmeath.— The Tribune has a notice of 
an extraordinary scandal lately created in the high 
circles of English fashionable life. It is the ca*e of 
a peer of the realm, I<ord Westmeath, one of those 
hereditary legislators who, by the glorious Consti- 
tution of England, was permitted during the perpe- 
tration of the atrocities we are aliout to relate to 
frame and administer laws, and still contributes his 
wisdom to the National Councils. Within the last 
fortnight a pamphlet has appeared in Ixmdon from 
Lady Westmeath, the wife of this nobleman, con- 
taining a story of atrocities and persecutions so ex- 
traordinary and incredible that it would be impossi- 
ble to accord it a shadow of credence w ere it not sus- 
tained in every line bv indisputable circumstances 
and documentary evidence, chiefly taken from judi- 
cial records. 

The lavly is a daughter of the Marquis of Salisbu- 
ry, one of the noblest houses of England, and has 
always borne a most pure and irreproachable char- 
acter, having tilled the position of Lady-in- Waiting 
down to the hour of her death to the late Queen 
Adelaide, who was, like the present so\ ereign, scru- 
pulously fastidious about the reputation of the ladies 
who surrounded her. Many of the documents, too, 
on which the case rests were found among the papers 
of tbe late Duke of Wellington, who stands out as 
rather a prominent figure in this filthy picture, hav- 
ing been contributed by the present Duke, who aids 
largely in the bringing to light of many dark and 
hidden things. 

By these documents and records it is shown that 
this hereditary law-maker kicked his uoblj w ife, and 
beat her in all manner of forms and places — before 
child-bed, in child-bed, and out of it; blackened her 
eyes and bruised her breasts; kept her without half 
of the necessary food and tire, and wholly without 
money, and outraged every obligation most prized 
by wife, mother, and woman in the most atrocious 
way. In one instance, Ixird Westmeath attempted, 
like another Othello, but without his suspicion, to j 
smother her with pillows. Again, when on a visit 
to Carton, the residence of the Duke of Leinster, 
and within two months after marriage, when the 
tirst warm bloom of love should have scarcely pass- 
ed, the following panorama of patrician life was ex- 
hibited, as pictured on oath bv one of the Duke's 
domestics, a woman named Mackenzie: 

"In the course of the night, deponent was awoke 
by Lady Westmeath running into her room, follow- 
ed by Lord Westmeath; she was Hying from him, 
and told deponent he had been beating her; he con- 
tinued first ordering and then begging her to return, 
and that he would not touch her again; Lady West- 
meath at length went back very much frightened, 
deponent with them; the water-jug had plainly been 
emptied in the (ire, which had been so put out, the 
bed was in con'usion, the clothes pulled off, aud ly- 
iri^ on the floor." 

The epithets which ornamented this endearing 
scene were quite in keeping, but cannot be printed 
in our columns. Anxious to cultivate her mind, 
too, in a manner becoming the w ile of a British 
peer, it appears that he took out of the library at 
Carton and pressed upon her for perusal a number 
of works, which she names, of the most lilihy and 
immoral character, for possessing wh cli any book 
seller in our city would be iudicted, aud w hich, we 
trust, are not a specimen of the class of literature 
w ith which the libraries of BriMsh p-ers are adorn- 
ed, but this Lord and his lady are not the only 
characters in this drama. It appears that the Dow- 
ager Lady Westmeath, his Lordship's mother (a lit- 
tle circumstance which may accouut for the charac- 
ter of the hero and the whole of this loul affair) en- 
deavored to induce her diuuliter to repeat upon no 
less a personage than the Duke of Wellington the 
part of Mrs. Potipbar with Joseph, for the purpose 
of advancing the political interests of her son; and 
when the wife expostulated, her Lord's answer was, 
"Oh, my poor, dear mother, she didn't know what 
a square-toe she was talking too when she said that 
to jou." Lady Westmeath adds: "Lord West- 
meath is still alive and will deny this, but I solemn- 
ly declare it to be truth, and that I write this as 
if I thought myself on my death-bed, and looking 
forward to every sv liable having to be tested in the 
world to come." Aud when this outraged woman 
threatened to return to her mother, the Mar- 
chioness of Salisbury, and claim the protection of 
her mother's home the answer was, with his fist 
clenched and shaking it in her face: "She give you 
a house and home? She dare not! She knows she 
is under my thumb, and that, if she did, the whole 
of her life for the last forty years would come be- 
fore the public." Next follow a number of details 
too horrible for publication, reveiliug, on the part 
of this British peer, a scientific exquisiteness of de- 
bauchery which surpasses anything ever witten in 
the pages of Den or born in the prurient imagina- 
tion of Eugene Sue. 

What a picture does all this present of moral Bsf 
land, that home of all domestic decorums and be- 
comingness! Norj it is said, is this a solitary in- 
stance. Already in the clubs and saloons of Lon- 
don, scandal whispers a hundred similar scenes in 
high life which this exposure may hurry into light; 
and public opinion seems unanimously to ratify that 
portion of the judgment of Sir J. Nichol, who tried 
this cause, in w hich he says: "It is much to lie feared 
that husband and wife, particularly among the high- 
er ranks, who, from education or habit, have more 
command over their external behavior, often appear 
to the world to be mutually civil and kind, when at 
home, as in this case, they are mutually ill at ease; 
and many a wife in England is obliged to wear a 
countenance cheerful and clad in smiles who carries 
under it an aching heart." 

Such pictures, however degrading to our common 
humanitv and horrible to dwell on, may not be with- 
out a compensating result. Mrs. Norton and Lady 
Bulwer, seeing the tide of opinion up and angry, 
have agaiH published the story of their wrongs and 
given impulse to its swell. From tbe publication of 
Lady Westmeath's pamphlet may be dated the en- 
actment of a new law, which will give to women in 
England at least protection from wrong, aud shield 
many an innocent heart from sorrow aud from suf- 
fering. .

Important Decision— Watches are not Mail- 
able Matter. — An important decision was ren- 
dered in the Utiited States District Court for the 
Southern District of Illinois, in relation to the lia- 
bility of Postmasters and other employees of the 
Postoffice Department, under the United States laws, 
and determining to some extent what may be prop- 
erly transmitted by mail: 

In the case of the United States vs. Burton, the 
defendant, who was a Postmaster at Ewiutjton, Illi- 
nois, had lieen indicted for stealing two watches that 
came to his oliice, that had been mailed at Freeport. 
According to the evidence at the prisoner's first ex- 
amination, the watches had beeu put into a paper 
box aliout four inches «quare, containing no other 
letter or writing, and w hen they arrived at Ewing- 
ton, Burton took them out of the box and appropri- 
ted them to his own use. 

Burton was indicted under the "21st section of the 
act of Cougress of March 3d, 1S25. His counsel 
moved to exclude the testimony of the witness who 
mailed the watches, on the ground that the watches 
were not "mailable" matter under the following 
provision of the act of Congress of March 3d, 1845: 

Section 15. And be it furthar enacted. That "mailable 
matter" and '•matter proi>ciiy transtnissable by mail" shall 
be deemed and taken to meau all letters and newspapers, 
auu all magazines and pamphlets periodically published, 
or which may be published iu regular series, or in succes- 
sive numbers, under the same title, though at irregular in- 
tervals, aud all other written or printed matter, whereof 
each copy or number shall not exceed eight onnevs iu 
weight, except bauk notes sent in packages or bundles, 
without written letters accompanying them; hut bound 
books of any size shall not be held to be included within 
the meaning of these terms. And any packet or packets, 
of whatever size or weight, beiug made up of any such 
mailable matter, shall subject all persons concerned in 
transporting the same to all the penalties of this law, aaaal 
If as If it or they were not so made up into packtft or pack- 



^ Treat decided that under this act, in con- 
nection with that of lfiL'5, the w atches, having been 
put up in a separate package, were not "mailable 
matter" within the meaning of the law ; and that 
the defendant was no* liable to a prosecution under 
the United States laws for abstracting them from 
the United States' mails— being only amenable to 
the laws of the State for the larceny. 

The prosecuting attorney having stated that this 
was the only point at issue, the court instructed the 
jurv to tind a verdict of not guilty. The prisoner 
was ordered to be kept in custody.

by a depraved |*ipi:Ldion and torn bv civil dissen- 
sion, and avows a decided intention to return to Cen- 
tral America, wiih a view to reconquer his suprem- 
acy there, and [lice himself at the head of a liberal 
and progressive government, in svmpathy with the 
Democratic institutions of tha United States. He 
denies most positively that he ever uttered a senti- 
ment expressing any'ditl'erence of feeling on his part 
as between the Northern and Southern sections of 
this confederacy. In reference to the allegation 
which haa been circulated by the press, that he, on 
one occasion, had exclaimed: "Cuba for the South, 
but not for the Yankees," he savs that he never 
wrote or spoke such a phrase. In accounting, how- 
ever, for the origin of the report, he state" that the

Vi ses by Daylight. — Quite an excitement was 
produced on our streets yesterday morning, by 
the somewhat unexpected appearance of the planet 
Venus, by davlight. She was easily seen with the 
naked eye as late as ten o'clock, presenting the ap- 
pearance of a clear « bite spot iu the heavens. 

The variations in the distance of Venus from the 
earth are very great, but at her least distance the 
illuminated portion of her surface visible to us is 
very small. < )n the 10th of May she was in what is 
called her inferior conjunction, "and was then on] v 
some 20,000 000 of miles di-tant. Her greatest 
brilliancy ia when her position is intermediate be- 
tween her inferior conjunction and her farthest elon- 
gation, and occurs about five or six weeks before 
and after the date of the former. The present year 
she will be most brilliant on Mond.iv next, the 10th 
uist. 

It is somewhat unusual to see any of the planets 
by daylight, with the unassisted vision. Hence the 
flight of Venus at i) o'clock in the morning, with the 
eun shining brilliantly, was a novel and interesting 
one. To the mind of many an observer, who had 
paid but little attention to the astronomical phenom- 
ena of the year, the idea of the comet whose coming 
has !>een predicted, was instantly presented. Those 
who wish to observe a most Iteautiful sight, should 
rise in the morning, and look to the East. Tbey 
will find Jupiter and Venus both heralding the com 
ingof the sun.. — S'atrluz Courier, June 15. 

TonArco Imm iv Virginia.— The Fredericks- 
burg (Va.) Herald states that more tobacco will be 
planted in that vicinitv this season than has been for 
the last fifty years. Half a century ago tobacco was 
exported from Fredericksburg by the thousand hogs- 
heads, and from present indications we have the 
promise of a return to those prosperous times. The
